A crowd of about 6 
thousand gathered, among them 
Jews from many countries. 

The flowers of yesterday were 
smothered in rival bouquets from 
individuals and from a variety 
of associations, including orga- 
nizations of victims of Nazism 
who pinned to their blooms «6 
Shield of David with the word 
“Jude” (Jew) on it. such as Jews 
were obliged to wear when Fu- 
rope was a Hitlierian fortress. 
At the same time, wreaths from 
Eastern Germany were delivered, 
one of them signed by Berthold 
Brecht. 

It had been felicitously agreed 
beforehand that the best way to 
do honour to Heinrich Heine's 
memory was not to speechify 


but to read from his works.

They are queuing for stampe 
Not ordinary mailing stamps, but 
the “positional” sheets reserved 
for collectors when new issues 
come out. 

What is the secret of this 
stamp collecting boom? Quite 
simply, not all who queue for 
collector's rations are collectors. 
Many are investors buying 
stamps which will then be kept 
for speculation. 

There is reason to believe that 
a few months ago Lilienblum 
Street speculators, having little 
scope with gold and Jollars 
were looking for new fields of 
activity and took to investing in 
Israel stamps They showed their 
hand almost a year ago, when an 
attempt to monopolize a whole 
issue was foiled by the Govern- 
ment. 

This was the case of the 120- 
pruta parachute stamp issued 
for Volunteers Day last March. 
weeks, it became 
evident that a country-wide at- 
tempt was being made to buy 
up the entire stock: the stamp 
low face value made it ideal for 
investment} purposes. Either 
there was one ring at work, or 
a mumber of investors had 
thought of the idea at the same 
time. The Philatelic Department 
immediately got the Economic 
Police on the job, and at the 
same time began its system of 
rationing the “positional stamps.’ 
which are the choice collector's 
items. 

The ration consists of five 
stamps per person: one corner 
block of four stamps and one 
“tab.” Stamps may now be ob- 
tained either by standing order, | 
whereby some 10,000 persons who | 
have registered with the Philate- 


list Department receive the col- 


lector's ration by mail as soon! 
as a new stamp appears; or on 
the day of issue, and on that | 
day only, at specified post offi- 
ces all over the country. In the 
three larger centres, counters | 
are also opened up at parcel post 
offices to relieve the rush on the 
General Post Offices. Dealers are | 
given another opportunity of 
buying before the stamps are 
withdrawn from circulation.

Among the crowd at 
the General Post Office in Tel 
Aviv on the day the Einstein

cially withdrawn. It was main- 
tained from the first, however. 
that Israel's Philatelic Depart- 
ment should be based on the 
highest international standards.
